CHAPTER LX.

AN ACT REQUIRING ADDITIONAL BONDS OF EXECUTORS,
ADMINISTRATORS AND GUARDIANS IN CERTAIN CASES.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SectioNn 1.  Whenever any judge of probate is satisfied
Tndge o uﬂ‘obm that the bond of an executo:, admlmstrator or guardmn is
aonarbona of ipsufficient, he may on his own motion or on application
execmor, &.  of any one or more of the relatives of the deceased, or of
the ward, require an additional bond, and a refusal or
failure to furnish or ‘give the same within a reasonable
length of time shall be deemed a sufficient cause for the
removal of such executor, administrator or guardian.
Sro. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
